The gates of the stadium wert 
opened at IO a. rn. and will d o s t 
a t 7 p. rn. today for the public tc 
view the Babe, whose coffin lies ic 
the flower-banked rotunda. 
A police guard of honor stood 
through the night after the gates 
closed behind the last of the est! 
m ated throng of 50,000, many ol 
whom w ere in tears. 
It was nearly midnight before 
th e last of the m ourners had viewed 
the casket. Most of the crowd w ait­ 
ed in line for alm ost two hours. 
At times, the line of m ourners— 
standing five ab reast—completely 
surrounded the huge park. 
Except for the solemnity of the 
crowd, the scene could have been 
a flashback to the days when the 
Babe was “ packing them in". The 
youngsters and oldsters that came 
to see him in death were the same 
kind of people who jam m ed the 
bleachers to see him sw at a homer 
into the rightfield stands—“ Ruth- 
ville”.
